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THE FORTY-SECOND CONGRESS.

The Contest in this State.

A Review of the Chances and the
Candidates — Congressional
Elections in the Past,
and the Pros.
peets Next
Fall,

For the first time since 1861 there will be no
greneral oflicers to elect In Pennsylvania naxt
fall. Had the Republicans of the Legislature
been wise, they wounld have passzed the bill pro-
viding for the election of an additional Supreme
Judge, and thus givem the next election the |
importance of a Biate contest: but jobs were
too lmporiant, and needed too much care and
time, to consider any gquestion of publiec or gene-
ral interest. The coming election campaign in
this Btate will therefore be purely a loeal strug-
gle, and o light vote may be anticipated with
certainty. It is true that the election of Con-
gresamen is of more Importance politically
than the election of any State oflicers exceptling
Governor: but the mass of the people will not
be likely to appreciate the election as one of
great moment. There are no national issues
unsettled which the people care especially

about. Oun the contrary, the Republicans who
are not professionnl politiclans consider
that all the great questions are soltled,
National issues will not, therefore, call

out party cfiort and strength as they did in the
great conflicts of the past len years, and per-
sonal considerations will be likely to enter
largely into the local canvasses, and personal
strength or personal weakness ol candidates will
doubtless determine the political complexion of
peveral of our Congresaional distriets. The Re-
publican Congressmen have had to pass the
ordeal of dispensing the patronage of a new ad-
mipiatration; and with the great and steadily
growing tendency of men to seek oflicial honors,
the disappointments are profound and wide-
epread, while in very many instances ineflicient
politicians enjoy the favors of the party. The
question of our revenue laws will be measurably
potential in preventing unity of Republican ac-
tion in some portions of the State, unless Con-
greas shall meet the public wants by wise enact-
ments. Our taxes are now oppressive on many
branches of our industry, and the people feel

very justly that they arc entitled to relief. |
While the national credit waz trembling, or at
all in doubt, the loyal people were prepared to

make any necessary sacrifices to  save
it: but now that it s  established
beyond the posaibility of peril,

they will not suslain any measure of taxation
beyond what is absolutely necessary, under an
economical and faithful administration, to meet
the actual requirements of the Government, and |
enable it to sustain the counfidence of the world
in our sccurities.

The Pennsylvanin Delegntion,

The present Penasylvania delegation conslsts
of 18 Republicans mnd 6 Democrats. The re-
turns made in the Third, Fifth, and Twenty-
first districts gave Messrs, Moffatt, Reading, and
Foater, Democrats, majorities, but their seats
were successfully contested by Mesara. Myers,
Taylor, and Covode, Republicans, thus reduc-
ing the Democratic strength to one-fourth the
delegation.

He Is o residenl of
the S8econd district, but that is immaterial, as
the only constitutional requirement ia a resi-
denco within the State, and it ia becoming a fre-
quent occurrence in some other States, if notin
Pennsylvania, for candidates for Congresslonal
honors to reside outside of their districts.
The Second Distriet.

The Second district, consisting of the First,
seventl, Eighth, Ninth, Teunth, and Twenly-
sixth wards of the city, has been represented
since 1863 by Hon. Charlea 'Neill (Rep.) In
15968 s majority over the veternn Colomnel |
Thomas B, Florence was 2620, and last year
Geary Dad a majority in the district of 3032. The
colored vote of this district will amount to about
1500, and it will be cast without much danger of
Democeratic interference In favor of the Repub-
lican eandidate, whoever he may be.

Mr. O'Nelll has now been in Congress for so

and is reluctant to remain at home after the
close of his present term. Ile thercfore aspires
to o renomination, and the indications at pre-
gent are that bhe will secure it.  Nevertheless
there has been, and still is, & most determined
opposition to his nomination, but this opposi-
tion is so eplit up that it promisea to effect
nothing.

John Price Wetherill, Esq., well known to
among the oppositlon candidates, and the
meetings which have heen held in his favor have
been botb large and enthusiastic,. Mr. Wetherill
is, perhaps, as well known to the people ol the

not held a prominent public oflice.

Another candidate iz Corneliug Walborn, Esq.,
who bas held seats in the Common Council and
State Legislature, and held the position of Post-
master during President Lincoln's administra-
tion, but who became very perceptbly tainted
with Johnsonism subsequently. He has, of
conrse, long since repented of this indlacretion.

811l another promivent and zealons aspirant
for the nomination is Captain John V. Creeley,
of the Seventh ward. He is alawyer by pro-
fesslon, and at present represents his ward in
the lower branch of the City Councils. Captain
Creeley mnde a good record during the war,
and still keeps up his military spirit by march-
ing at the head of the Keyastone Baltery on
field doys.

John E. Addicks, Esq., the present Health
OMcer, and Hon. Jamea 1, Campbell, formerly
member of Copgress from the Schuylkill and
Lebanon Districts, and subsequently Minister to
Sweden, have also been regarded as candidates
for the nomination.

The Third District.

The Third district—made up of the Twelfth,
Thirteenth, 8ixteenth, Seveateenth, Eighteenth,
and Nineteenth wards of the cily—has been re-
prezented by the Hon, Leonard Myers (Rep.)
since 1863, with the exception of the brief
period during which Dr. John Moffatt sat in the
geat at the opening of the present Congress.
The return judges In 1863 gave Dr. Moffatt a
majority of 127 votes, but Mr, Myers soon and
easily persuaded the House that the return
judges had not arrived at the true wishes of the
legal voters of the district. In 1866 Mr. Myers
bhad a majority of 1004 over the late Charles
Buckwalter, Esq., and last year Geary's majority
in the district was 1389. To this ghould be now
andded the ceolored vote, which will, however,
not exceed 800, and it will be seen that the Re-
publican candidate is pretty sure to be elected.

Mr. Myers 18 a candidate for the renomina-
tion, and there appears to be but little doubt
that he will be sucocessful. There I8 consider-
able opposition, however, and among his rivalsis
the notorious Alexander Adaire, who, having
succeeded in disgracing his constituents in the
State Legislature to the full extent of their ca-
pacity for enduring disgrace, seeks now to
transfer himself to a wider sphere and a larger
constituency. IHappily, he has not the remo-
test chance of success. Among the other aspi-
rants for the nomination are Mahlon 1. Dickin-
son, Esq., the present Chief Commissioner of
Highways, and E. liarper Jefiries, Esq., a proml-
pent and prosperous merchant. Mr. Myers'
certainty of receiving the nomination, however,
renders It uscless to discuss their clalms or
chances.

The Fourth Distriet,

The Fourth district—consisting of the Four-
teenth, Fifteentlh, Twentleth, Twenty-first,
Twenty-fourth, Twenty-scventh, and Twenty-
eighth wards of the city—has been represented
since 1561 by the Hon. William D. Kelley (Re-
publican), who has during the greater portion
of that time figured prominently on the floor of
the Housze. In 1866, Judge Kelley had a majo-
rity of 2425; in 1868, a majority of 185
and last year Geary's majority in the district
was 3504, The result of the election next fall
may therefore be regarded as a certainty, which
the colored vote, reaching about 800, will, small
as 1t 18, gerve to clinch.

Judge Kelley is, of course, again a candidate,
and is sure of recelving the endorsement of the

The First Distriet,

"The Firet district has been ropresented by
Hon. 8Bamuel J. Randall (Dem,) since 1863, In
1868 his maojority was G357, and last wear
Packer's majority in the district was 4952, If
the entire colored vote of the wards of this
city comprising the district —the Second, Third,
Fourth, Fifth, Bixth, and Eleventh—should be
cast for the Republican candidate, this majority
would not be cut down by more than 1500, and
it may therefore be regarded as almost hope-
lessly Dewocratic. Mr. Randall will doubtless
gecure lhe Democratic nomination again, as
there seems to be no sysiewatic opposition to
him, and he will doubtless be re-clected.

But, as has always been the castom. there will
beé a Republican nominee put forward. Benja-
min L. Berry, Esq., who tried the experiment ln
1808, was sutisfled with his expericuce, and ls
not an aspirant for the empty hooor of the
pomination, Colonel James Givie, the preseul

Henry, Esq., formerly Mayor of the city, but of
late years not a participant In politleal strife,
Las been talked of In this connection, but It
geems Lo be coneeded thai, if there Is to be an
independent RHepublican candidate, it will be
Geperal Willlam B, Thomas, formerly Collector
of the Port, who, it is hoped by the decided
cpemies of Judge Kelley, will be able to con-

The Iifth Disteier.
The Fifth district—embracing the Twenty-
gecond, Twenty-third, aud Twenty-filth wards
of the city, and the eutire county of Bucks —has
been represented sluce 1867 by Colonel Caleb
N. Taylor (Rep.), who was recently awarded
the seat which Dr. Jobhn Reading nsurped for a
few months through a fraudulent majority of
only 41 votes, In 1560 Colonel Taylor had a
majority of 459, and in 1560 the majority for
Geary was 511. The district Is thorefore to be
| regarded as u very close one, which the colored

There are several aspiranta for the Republican
nomination, among wbom the present incum-
hent doca not appear (o figure, Most prominent,
perhaps, and certainly the strongest before the
people if once regularly nomlinated, is the IHon.
F. Carroll Brews'er, who has held In succession
the positions of City Solicitor, Judge of the
Court of Common FPleas, and Attorney-General
of the Btate, and in all these positions, as well
as In his large private practice, has proved him-
golf to be one of the most brilliant, industrious,
and successful men at the Philadelphia bar.
Among the other eandidates are General Joshua
T. Owen, recently Recorder of Deeds: Alfred C.
Harmer, who has also held the same posi-
tion; William Rotch Wister, Esq., a prominent
lawyver; and Willlam J. Newell, Ezq., of the
Nineteenth Ward. Colonsl Barton H. Jenks,
of Bridesbnrg, the well-known and enterprising
manufacturer, hns algo been named in connec-
tion with the nomination, but he ean scarcely be !
regarded as a willing or anxious candidate.
Altogether, the struggle in this distriet s so
very much mixed up that it I# lmpossible at this
time to venture any predictions with safety.
But one thing is certain, and that is thé® defeat |
of the Republican candidate if hia name should
prove to be Alfred C. Harmer. If either
Altorney-General Brewster
ehould be nominated, the chances
the other slde.

The Sixth Distriet.
The Sixth district Is hopelessly Democratic,
baving given Hon. John D. 8tiles (Democrat)
2679 majority. It is composed of Lehigh and
Montgomery. Both counties have at times been
eccentrie in their elections, but Lehigh has set-
tled down to her Demecratic idols, and the
colored vote is very small. Montgomery may
be cloge if the Republican vote s polled, but the
district may be sel down as certainly Demo-
cratic. Mr. Stiles is serving his third term, but
not consecutively, Hon, B. Markley Boyer
having been elected in 1864 and 1866. We pre-
sume that Mr. Stiles will be re-elected.

The Seventh District.

In the Seventh district there are signs of a
lively contest for the Republican nomi-
nation. Hon. Washinglon Townsend (Re-
pubilican) was nominated over Messra. MeVeigh,
Evaneg, and Hutchinson, and elected
over R, C, Monaghan by 8200 majority.
Until within a few dayvs of the convention Mr.
MeVeigh was supposed to be the coming man
in 1808, but Generanl Cameron’s removal, by a
hargain with President Johnson, of a popular
revenue officer, inflamed the county so intensely
that MeVeigh was made to answer for the sins
of his father-in-law, and was overwhelmingly
defeated. IHe is not o candidate now, but Dr.
Robinson, ol Oxford, is contesting the nomina-
tion. We look for Mr. Townsend's renominan-
tion. The district is composed of the counties
of Chester and Delaware,

The Eighth Distrlet.

The Eighth district is composed of Berks, the
Democratic Gibraltar, and I8 represented by
Hom. J. Lawrence Getz (Democrat). IHe was
elected to his third term in 1868 by G206 over Mr.
Eckert. lle is opposed by a poriion of his
pariy, but his re-election is more than probable,

The Ninth District.

The Ninth district is the near neighbor of
jerks, and the Republican Gibraliar of the
State. We of course mean the county of Lan-
caster. Hon. O. J. Dickey (Republican), was
nominated to succeed Hon., Thaddeus Stevens,
after a flerce struggle, and elected over IHiram
B. Bwan by 63109 majority. He has now Mr.
Wickersham as a competitor for the nomination.
Mr. Wickersham i8s a strong man in the Old
Guord, and there is much dissatisfaction with
gome of the local appointments, but Mr. Dickey
Is energetic and sagneious, has the advantage of
precedent in favor of re-elections, and will most
probably be his own successor. The county is
full of all sorts of rings—politleal rings, legisla-
tive rings, whisky rings, ete.—if the local papers
are to be believed, and there is conslderable de-
moralization likely to be developed in the Re-
publican ranks, but not enough to harm any of
the Republican candidates.

The Tenth Distriot.

In the Tenth district Hon. Harry L. Cake
(Rep.), formerly a Democrat, has made two
most gallant contests, winning both times by a
clever majority. He was lust elected over
James J. Conner by 225. The distriet is com-
posed of 8chuylkill and Lebanon. It is natu-
rally Democratic on a full party-vote, bat the
“Molly Maguires” of Schuylkill do not always
barmonize well, and their sirencth is wasted.
We have heard that General Cake will not be a
candidate this fall, and success in the district
will depend much on the relative strength of the
two candidates. Hon. Linn Bartholomew is
named, and wonld be a good nomination, but if
Geperal Cake declines the candidate will doubt-
lesa be corceded to Lebanon. If so, Colonel
Worth, of the Courier, should be the candidate,
and would be reasonably cerlaln to carry the
district.

The Eloventh Disirvlet,

The Eleventh district embraces the famous
Tenth Legion. Hon. Daniel M. Van Auken
(Dem.), of P'ike, was chosen by 7005 over John
Torry. He has been twice elected, and will

The foud ngainst Haldoman in his own
county of Cumberland avises {rom bold allega-
tions of wvenality and frand in procuring his
pomination In 15808 over Mr. Gloasbrenner, and
his party hins since adopted the Crawford couuly
gyétem to prevent him from debanching dele-
gates, He i3 a scholarly, brilliant young man
of ease aud forlune, and has recently married
Senator Cameron's daughter.
The Sixteenth District,

The Bixteenth distriet Is naturally close. It
is composed of the border conoties of Adams,
Franklin, Fulton, Bedford, and Somerset. Hon.
John Cessna (Rep.) was clected over Judge
Kimmell by 144 majority, but the party had
some two hundred more in the district. Mr.Cess-
na'smnjority was reduced by n loeal defection in
Franklin, growlng ont of the conteat for nomi-
nation. The colored vote shonld swell the Re-
publican vote fully 600, and make Cessna’s eloc-
tion certain if the party suetaing him cordially.
He is of Democratic antecedents, a most ener-
getic and able politician, and he will win if it is
on the card. This ia one of the debatable dis-
tricts in the next contest.

The Seventeonth Distriot.

In the Seventeenth district—Cambria, Blair,
Huntingdon, and Miflin—Hon. DanlelJ. Morrell
(Rep.) was elected over John P. Linton by
1004. e has served two terms and will be re-
pominated, although a pertion of his recent
County Convention withdrew and presented Mr.
Calvin as thelr candidate. Huntingdon county
is aleo badly demoralized by loeal fends, and
unless the amity of the parly Is greatly im-
proved, Mr, Morrell's success will be muore than
doubtful, Heis a valuable man in the Hounse
and should be re-elected.

The Eighteenth Distriet

In the Eighteentn district—Centre, Clinlon,
Lycomivg, Potter, and Tioga—Hon, William I,
Armstrong (Rep.) was elected over L, A, Mackey
by 2028 majority. We believe that he will have
no competitor for a renomination, and his re-
election is beyond doubt. Heis in his first term,
but was beaten by Judge IMall, irregular Repub-
lican, in the same district in 1862,

The Nineteenth Distriet.

In the Nineteenth, known as the Wildeat dis-
triet, compoged of Cameron, Clearfield, Elk,
Erie, Forest, Jefferson, McKean, and Warren,
Hon. Glenni W. Scofield (Rep.) was elected
over R. Brown, by 2518 majority., Judge Sco-
field is of Democratic antecedents, but has been
a faithful Republican since 1856, He is now
gerving his fourth term,and will be renominated
and re-elected without o serious contest, He is
confessedly one of the ablest men now in the
House, and should be retained there as long as
Le will serve.

The Twentleth District,

In the Twentieth district—(Clarion, Clearfield,
Mercer, and Venango)—Hon. C. W. Gilfillan
(Rep.) was elected over R. M. Do France by
1812 majority, and he will doubtless be re-
elected next fall. He is one of the youngest
members of our delegation, and is serving with
eredit to himeelf and to his district.

The Twentv-first District.

In the Twenty-first district—Westmoreland,
Fayetiee and Iudiana—IHon, Join Covode has
declined, and the nomination will be between
Mr. Taylor, of Indiana, and Mr. Miner, of Fay-
ette. In 1808, as stated above, there were two dif-
ferent returns of the result. Thedistrict is close,
and is likely to be Demoeratle on a light vote.
It will be vigorously contested, as General Fos-
ter will run again, and the result will be doubt-
ful. Mr. Covode will retire after running
fourteen years,

The Twenty-second District.

In the Twenty-sccond district, part of Alle-
gheny, General James 8, Negley (Republican),
was elected over Andrew Burt by 4470, He has
a competitor for the nomination now in the per-
son of Hon. John P. Penny, who 1s strong in
the party. General Negley has had but one
term, and we ghould think hia remomination
bighly probable. If nominated he will be re-
elected by a decided majority,

The Twenty-thirda Disirler.

In the Twenty-third district Hon. Darwin
Phelps (Rep.) was elected by 5049 majority over
L. Z. Mitchell. [t embraces part of Allegheny
and all of Armstrong and Butler, Hon. James
L. Grabham, present 8tate Benator, is contesting
the nomination with Mr. Phelps, and will carry
Allegheny, Mr. Phelps has had but onc term,
and will likely be returned. He is an able but
very quiet and unprelending gentleman, and a
faitkful Republican.

The Twentv-fourth District,

In the Twenty-fourth district—Beaver, Greene,
Waehington, and Lawrence—Hon, James B.
Donley (Rep.) was elected over David Crawlord
by 1123, He has been renominated by his own
county of Greene, but a portion of the party
have publicly protested against bhlm, and the

Republicans of Beaver and Lawrence do not
geem to be well harmonized. The district is
therefore doubtful. It is possible that Hon.
George V. Lawrence may be taken ns a compro-
mise candidate, and if so, bhe would be likely to

likely be compelled to retire In favor of one of
the ambitlous sons of Monroe, Carbon, or
Warne—Northampton having kad his prede-
cegsor., The flteenth amendment will add but
little to the Republican strength in the district,
as it has not been considered a particularly
healthy climate for the sable eltizens,
The Vwel lth Distriet.

The Twelfth district—Susquebanna and Lu-
zerne—guve Geary a small majority last fall,
but the Labor Unlon swuug off against Packer,
and the dlstrict must be counted as Damocratic,
1Ton. George W. Woodward (Dem.) was clected
over Theodore Strong by 1780 majority, and he
will doubticas be re-elected.

The Thirteenth Distrier
The Thirteenth district islarge, unwieldy, and

| Mercur (Rep.) was elected over Viclor E. Pio-
lgit by 811, Judge Mercur has been thrice
elected, and will be renominated.

The present delegation consistz of eighteen
Republicans and six Democrats. 1t is scarcely
probable that these proportions will be retalned
in the next Congress, even with the ald of the
10,000 colored votes, but thirteen districta—the
Second, Third, Fourth, Seventh, Nhth, Four-
teenth, Beventeenth, Eighteenth, Nineteenth,
Twentleth, Twenty-second, Tweunty-third, and
Twenty-fourth will probably all go Republican;
while these on which the Democracy ean con-
fidently rely—the First, Sixth, Eighth, Eleventh,
Twelith, and Fiftcenth—are but six in number.
This leaves five districts—the Fifth, Tenth,
Thirteenth, Sixteenth, and Twenty-first—as de-
batable ground, and the Republicans have a falr
chance of carrying all of them, although, if
such should be the ease, It will probably not be
without transferring the contest to the House of
Representatives iisel!l in some cases,

Commissioner Parker and Captain Poole, th»
agent in charge of the Brule 8loux (elegation here,
accompanied Spotied Tall and his three companion ¢
to the White House, where they met the Prediden

and Secretary Delknap in the execntive oMee, and
threvgh Interpreter Guera, afriendly talk of nearlys
an hour's doration was engafpd in. secretary Bout-
well was present when the Indlans arrived, but i
not remain long.

The Attorney-Genernl was also at the White
House during & part of the ceremony, but the pre.
sence of these two gentlemen was not conneoted

They were Invited to expreas their views freely to
the President and to the Secretary of War, whose
ofcial standing was made know.2, aud in response
Spotted Tall and others of the delegation asserted
substantially their desire to be at continual peace
with the white me'.-u and thelr anxlety for & fuil
gettiement of thelr business with the Governmens,
reasserting that they are poor and bhave need of
stock, cattle, ete, They were assared by the Presi-
dent that he was anxious to have them at peace with
the whites, and the Government |8 anxious thak
spotted Tall, whose infwence Is great among hisg
pe ople, stiould use it o bring about lasting friend-
ship between the Indians and tiie white people.

The spececnes were made in short sentences and
explained by the interpreter, the Indians seeming
very well satistied with what was sald to them, Red
Clond was not present. e 13 still epgaged in the
enjoyments of resting afier weary travel, After
leaving the Executive Mansion the Indians were
taken to the Treasury Department, where they were
conducted through the Bureau of Eagraving and
Printing, aud the process of printing the natlonal
currency exhibived and expinined to them. They
are being treated with marked consideration, and
evidently appreciate highly the atteations shown
them.
